CONDITIONS OF APPROVAL (for Buitding Permits within the Brassua Lake Concept Plaf,UPG - GREENVILLE

1. The Development Restrictions of the Brassua Lake Concept Plan (ver. 10/2004), a copy of which is attached.
2. Atleast one week prior to commencing the permitted activities, the permittee or the designated agent must contact the Commission staff |

and notify them of the estimated date construction work will start. Notice may be provided in writing, in person, by email, or by calling. If
you leave or send a message, please include your full name, telephone number, permit number, and the date the work will start.

3. Construction activities authorized in this permit must be substantially started within 2 years and substantially completed within 5 years of
3 the effective date of this permit. If such construction activities are not started and completed within this time limitation, this permit shall
lapse and no activities shall then occur unless and until a new permit has been granted by the Commission.

4. Structures authorized under this permit, as well as filled and graded areas and cleared openings created as part of construction activities
authorized under this permit, must be located at least 100 feet from the normal high water mark of Brassua Lake, 50 feet from the access
road, and 15 feet from all property boundary lines. In addition, structures authorized under this permit must be sited within the building
envelope, as identified on the registered plat associated with the Subdivision Permit authorizing the creation of this parcel.

5. Structures authorized under this permit must be no higher than the screening vegetation or 25 feet, whichever is greater, except that
structures located greater than 500 feet from Brassua Lake must be no higher than 40 feet.

6. Cleared openings created as part of construction activities authorized under this permit must be effectively stabilized and revegetated.
